was, “See that 
ye refuse not Him that speaketh * ® © 
from Heaven.”—Hebrews 12:25. 
The discourse began with a com- 
ment upon the opening verses of the 
| Epistle to the Hebrews. There the 
Apostle contrasts God's Message sent 
through our Lord Jesus Christ with 
those sent through Moses and the 
Prophets. Elsewhere he tells us that 
God speaks peace unto us through His 
| Son. This statement reminds us that 
| 


all mankind were brought into rebel- 
lion against God through the disobedi- 
ence of their father Adam, in whom 
they were condemned to death. 

The Pastor then traced the history 
of mankind, cut off from Divine fel- 


sin and death conditions. About two 
thousand years ufter man’s fall, God 
gave the Israelites opportunity to come 
into harmony with Him, speaking to 


us that whoever disobeyed Moses’ Law 
| died without mercy. Later, God spoke 
to Israel through the Prophets, but had 
no communication with the remainder 
of the race. 

The Apostle’s argument, the speaker 
declared, ‘s this: Brethren, note how 
disasters came upon Israel because of 
their neglect of Divine messages sent 
through Moses and the Prophets. Re- 
flect, then, on what should be the pen- 
alty inflicted upon those who refuse to 
hear Him who speaks from Heaven. 
If those who rejected Moses’ Law died 
without mercy. of how much severer 
; punishment should those be counted ,

Hooper was the pioneer redwood

land one of its largest real estate 


j holders. 
| Born in Bangor, Maine, March 14, 


1843, Hooper came from old New 
England stock. In 1851 his parents 
'and his brother John came to Cali- 
[the Young Hooper remained in 


the east and after he had finished 
‘his schooling went to work in a 
lumber yard. 


He engaged as a private in the 


| Forty-fourth Massachusetts regi- 
ment in 1861 and took Part in many 
battles of the Civil war. 

In 1864 he followed his people 
California and worked in several 
f Amador county’s mines, 

After a few years of mining Hoop- 
ler eame to San Francisco and en: 
tered the lumber business and soon 
became one of California’s well 
j Kpown lumber men. He acquired 
Baia ce redwood land in Mendocino 
and Humboldt counties and founded 
| the firm of C. A. Hooper & Com- 
pany and the Excelsior Redwood 
Company. 

Later on he extended his activi- 
ties to the southern part of the 
state, bonght out the L. W. Blinn 
Lumber Company of Los Angeles 
| il founded the Southern Califor- 


; nia Lumber Company and the Russ 


Lumber and Mill Company of San 
Diego. 

His latest enterprise was the Red- 
wood Manufacturers’ Company of 
Pittsburg, Contra Costa county, a 
town founded by him on a part -of 
lthe old Los Medanos ranch. Within 
\a fe wyears Hooper made a thriving 
|industrial towm of 5,000 population 
out of Pittsburg and founded several 
hew manufacturing concerns there, 
among them the Columbia Steel 
|Company, of which he was the ac- 
itive head. 
| Hooper was the owner of much 
| valuable farm and timber land in 
|California. Among the holdings are 
the well known Tormey and Loma 
| ranches, the Moraga ranch, on which 
{the beautiful Redwood canyon is 
located, the Los Medanos rancho 
land of vinevards and orange groves 
{in the south. 

He is survived by a brother, John 
/A. Hooper, a San Francisco banker, 


{and a sister, Mrs. W. E. Norwood 
of San Francisco. His surviving 
children are Mrs. Wiggington E. 


; Creed of Piedmont and Mrs. Sumner 
iCrosby of Alameda. Nine grand- 
{children survive him, Stanwood, Isa- 
\bel, Patty, Perry, Elizabeth and Ef
